War Savings Stamps 
Cumpalgn Announced 


An Ottawa despatch says the 
announcement is made that the 
government will inaugurate a 
war savings stamp campaign. 
The first war savings stamp has 
just been issued to his excellency 
the governor-general. The gov: 
ernment will become the reposi- 
tory of the nation’s savings up to 
a total of $50,000,000; savings 
will be placed with the govern- 
ment by means of the purchase of 
war savings stamps. 

The stamps are to be redeem- 
able in January, 1924, They are 
to be sold by the government at a 
price which will work out to an 
interest rate of somewhat better 
than 44 per cent., compounded 
semi-annually, or 5 per cent. sim- 
ple interest if computed at the 
end of the period. Thus in De- 
cember, 1918, or January, 1919, a 
five dollar war savings stamp 
may be bought for four dollars. 
After January the purchase price 
of a war savings stamp will be 
increased month by month, but 
at the end of five years, from De- 
cember, 1918, all stamps will be 
redeemed at $5 each. 

Stamps of newer denomination, 
to be known as thrift stamps, will 
be on sale. When sixteen of them 
have been accumulated, they can 
be exchanged for a war savings 


!stamp worth five dollars at the 


end of the period. 

The plan is expected to work 
jout to the great advantage of both 
the people and the nation. 

In all the nine provinces strong 
local organizations are being 
formed, ‘These will, in turn, or- 
ganize the municipalities, and the 
process of organization will be 
further carried out until it will 
‘embrace, so far as possible, every 
individual in the country.

“home front,” to use the phrase of 
Ludendorff, Captured letters from 
places as widely separated as Mann- 
heim and Cologne testify to the ter 
ror and panic inspired by the ra 
among the civilian population. Well 
to-do families in increasing: nuinbers 
are secking the temporary — sceurity 
of more distant inland towns. There 
are indications that the flight of the | 
wealthy is causing intense  resent- 
ment among the working population, 
who, being for the most part engag 
ed in war industries, are exposed to

But the terror of the German 
population is not confined to the ter- 
ritory actually added to the war 
zone, It exists throughout the coun- 
try, particularly in far-distant Ber- 
lin, where preparations already have 
been made to defend the city against 
raids, 


Lille Was a Foe Bastion 


Has Played Important Part in His- 
tory of France 

The fall of Lille to the allies takes 
from the Germans the last of — their 
great bastions which for four years 
held up the enenty defensive systems 
from the North Sea to Switzerland. 
Cambrai, Laon and St. Quentin have 
been given up in the last few weeks, 
and now Lille completes the list. 

Lille, 6r Lisle as the name of the 
town is otherwise spelled, is the larg- 
est city of France gain y the Ger- 
mans and one of the est fort- 
resses guarding the Fretich frontier 
The old forts and citadel, however, 


were built so many years ago that 
their worth in modern warfare is 
doubtiul. 


The city was taken by the enemy 
in his first rush into Vrance and un- 
til within the last few weeks it never 


had been threatened greatly by the 
allies. Since the successful allied ad- 
vance in Flanders, however, it has 
become increasingly evident the 
Germans would have to give up Lille 


one of the steps in their retire- 
ment from France and Belgium, The 
allied advance in Flanders outflanked 
Lille on the north and at once com- 
pelled ‘the Germans to diaw their 
lines closer to the western suburbs 
of the city.

was the cen 


tre of the great manufacturing  ais- 
trict of northern France, and was 
known throughout the world’ for its 


manufactures of flax and textiles. It 
had a population of nearly 200,000 
and sent its products to every corner 
of the carth The famous Lisle 
thread was manufactured there, and 


from it the lisle hosiery and other} 
familiar goods. : 
With the neighboring towns of 


Tourcoing and Roubaix the city also} 


manufactured machinery and steel 
and iron products of various kinds. 
In addition to its industrial import- 
ance Lille is also a great railway cen- 


tre and is in the midst of a highly 
developed system of canals. The 
city is handy to the coal ticlds of 
France and Belgitim, 

Lille was founded curty in the 
fourteenth century and has — since 


played an important past in the po 
litical and commercial history — of 
northern Franee. It was formerly 
the capital of Vreneh’Blanders and 
is now the capital of the depart-} 
tnent of the Nord.

An Ancient Weapon 


Cannon Dating From the Year 1547 
Captured by the British at 
Bagdad 
Rajim-t-Jan-Rumiyya is inseribed 
on the old Persian gun which, at the 


request of King George V., now 
stands on the Horse Guards Parade 
for inspection by the public. It was 
captured by the British on their en- 
try into Bagdad, and was sent by Sir 
Stanley Maude-and the British expe- 
ditionary force under his command as 
a gift to the king. The gun dates 
from the year 1547, and was built by 
the Shah of Persia, Ismail IL, to 
wage war with against the Turks, 
who were giving support to his re- 
bellious brother. Part of the gun's 
inscription states that “The Com- 
mander of Victory and Help, the 
Shah, desiring to blot out all trace 
of the Turks, ordered Dgiey to make 
this Gun.” The inscription goes on 
to describe the capacity of the gun 
for “spitting out fire like a dragon.” 
Rajim-I-Jan-Rumiyya is a chrono- 
gram for the year of the Hegira 954, 
which is A.D. 1547, the date the gun 
was made for war against the Turk,

katchewan—and these figures might 
easily be. short of the mark—more 
than two and a quarter million 
butter will be

MINCE MEAT RECIPES 


Choice of Two Old-fashioned Ways ef 
Making 

Here are two recipes for mince meat 
procured from old-fashioned cooks: 
No. 1—Five pounds of chopped beef, 
two pints of chopped suet, ten pints 
of chopped sour apples, two pounds 
of sugar, one quart of molasses, two 
ounces of cinnamon, one ounce of 
cloves, on tablespoonful of salt, one 
tablespoonful of pepper, six pounds of 
fruit. Mix all together and scald. 


No. 2—Cook two and one-half pounds | F left shoulder. 


of beef (this should make two quarts 
when chopped), four quarts chopped 
apples, one pint of currants which 
have been thoroughly cleansed, one 
quart of raisins stoned just before us- 
ing, one cup of chopped citron, four 
cups of brown sugar, two cups of mo- 
lassus, one cup of chopped suet, one 
nutmeg grated, one tablespoonful of 
Balt, two tablespoonfuls of efnnamon, 
one-half tabiespoonful of cloves, Place 
in an earthen vessel and keep in a 
cool place, This quantity will make 
twelve pies,

Peel and core tart, firm apples, and 
put over the fire with just enough 
water to cover and sufficient white 
sugar to sweeten. Cook slowly on the 
back of the range until the apples are 
tender, but have not lost their shape; 
lift out with a split spoon and place

rom them to a boll (there should be 
bout a pint and a half), and add to it 
@ tablespoonful in a very little cold 
water for half an hour; color pink with 
fruit juice coloring or that which 
comes with the gelatine; when cool 
d nearly ready to set pour over the 
apples until they are covered, and set 
the dish on ice until very cold.

sar the old Catholic Mission, at 
Santa Barbara, in California, there 
is an cnormous grapevine, said to be 
the largest in the world. The vine is 
of the Mission grape variety, and was 
planted by the Franciscan monks 
ver a hundred years ago, From this 
single vine from ten to cleven tons 
of delicious black grapes are obtain 
ed annually. For many years past 
120 gallons of wine haye been made 
from its fruit. The leaves and 
branches spread over an area of 115 
square feet, while it is cight feet in 
circumference at its largest part, The 
vine ‘really consists of two parts, 
which have encircled cach other as 
they grew, forming a spiral. The 
immense size of the branches re-

Riel Nearly 
Escaped Hangman 


A Story of the Last Days of 
Rebel Chief Hitherto Untold 


There is now 


no doubt that when 
Louis Riel was captured by Tom 
Hourie and Armstrong, and handed 
over to the Canadian authorities, Sir 
John Macdonald was somewhat at a 
loss to know what to do with him. 
The great blot on his career was the 
killing of Scott at Fort. Garry, but a 
long time had clapsed and no good 
could come from the Fevival ot old 
sores. Besides—although it was not 
a justification— evidence has accum- 
ulated to show that Scott had taunt- 
ed the provisional president with his 


impotency, and had provoked hin al- 
most beyond the limits of ¢ndur- 
ance, 

Of course Ricl’s unforgiveable sin 


was in invoking the aid of the North- 
ern Indians and the murders were 
laid to his charge, which they perpe- 
trated. He could plead that he did 
not forsee and could not prevent the 
excesses of his savage allics, and for 
such an excu@ he had good prece 
dents. He had only to point to the 


action of the Indians who were 
fighting with Montcalm after the 
surrender of Fort William-Henry, 
His own actions and those-of his 


metis captains during the campaign 
on the Saskatchewan were character- 
ized by a great deal of restraint, and 
the counsels of the halfbreeds were 
singularly moderate for a people in- 
flamed by hostilities and a sense f 
their wrongs, 

Then, too, perhaps the old conser- 
yative chieftain felt that the conflict 
had to a certain extent been precipi- 
tated by the dilatory action of — the 
government in dealing with — the 
grievances which the inhabitants of 
the country undoubtedly possessed. 

Nevertheless, public feeling was

Satisfactory 


Interesting data has come to hand 

concerning the methods employed by
